Racketeers of every kind will have 
a field day if the order for publicity 
stands—if congress does not repeal 
the provision in time to make it in- 
effective for the March 15 tax re- 
turns. In the pink slips they will 
find all the information necessary for 
their rackets. Dispensers of every 
kind of fake stock will have their 
little lists. High-power salesmanship 
will be developed to new refinements. 
All and sundry will find for certain 
that “there’s tricks in the world,” 
tricks by which to separate a man 
from his money. 


The Philadelphia Inquirer feels 
that the provision is an “outrageous 
breach of confidence on the part of 
the government and as such it is 
abhorrent and repellant to every 
honorable man,” citing that— 
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IN “DRY” GEORGIA 


The statement of S. E. Tuttle, 
district- supervisor of the alcohol 
tax unit of the United States in- 
ternal revenue department, that 
Georgia, despite its loose dry pro- 
hibition law, is “‘probably the wet- 
test of any state in the Union,” 
emphasizes the folly of putting fur- 
ther faith in methods of control of 
the liquor traffic that have so com- 
pletely failed. 

The answer to this failure is 
found in the statement of Chief 
Sturdivant before the senate tem- 
perance committee that “public 
sentiment is against the dry law and 
no law which public sentiment is 
against can be enforced.’ 


There can be no possible doubt 
of the correctness of Chief Sturdi- 
vant’s position, in view of the state- 
ment by Supervisor Tuttle that 
100,000 gallons of corn liquor are 
being consumed in Atlanta each 
month. 


That is enough to give every 
man, woman and child in Atlanta 
a quart a month, with several thou- 
sand gallons left over. 


This huge consumption of intox- 
icants is not because earnest efforts 
are not being made at enforcement 
of the law. Mr. Tuttle’s report 
shows that during January alone 
federal agents raided 233 stills, ar- 
rested 377 persons and confiscated 
7,344 gallons of liquor. 


The hopelessness of the effort to 
enforce the dry -laws is evidenced 
by the federal official’s report that 
there are 12 large syndicates oper- 
ating in Atlanta, three of which 
have been put out of business since 
the first of the year, but ‘“‘as fast 
as we put one group out of business 
another comes along to take its 
place.”

VITAMIN TREATMENT OF CON- 
GENITAL PYLORIC OB- 
STRUCTION. 


The pylorus is the opening from the 
stomach into the intestine. In new- 
born infants the pylorus is sometimes 
narrowed from a kind of spasmodic 
contraction of the ring of muscle 
around the opening, and obstruction 
of the natural onward propulsion of 
the digested food occurs, This condi- 
tion is a possible cause in any case 
of vomiting, especially if the vomiting 
is projectile and if it is associated 
with loss of weight, visible peristalsis 
or movements of the stomach, and a 
lump which may be felt. X-ray evi- 
dence makes the diagnosis certain. 
Good authorities believe pyloric ob- 
struction is increasing in frequency, 
Dr. C. Ulysses Moore, conducting 
researches in Oregon Medical school 
upon the causes of pre-natal and neo- 
natal deaths, observed in albino rats 
fed with a diet lacking in vitamin B, 
a condition quite similar to pyloric 
obstruction. This occurred in the 
suckings of rats so fed, He concluded 
that pyloric obstruction may be one 
manifestation of a vitamin B deficien- 
cy. With his colleagues, Drs. J. L. 
Brodie, H. G. Dennis and R. B. Hope, 
he produced experimentally this py- 
lorie obstruction in 1.2 per cent of 
the first generation and in 22 per cent 
of the second generation of rats raised 
on the vitamin B deficient diet.

TOUTING WASHINGTON, March 7.—There was no very deep 
. Sorrow evident around the White House after the 
president’s devaluation hint was given such a confused inflationary 
interpretation. 

Indeed, many skeptical observers suspected the hint was dropped 
especially to get such a reaction. 

The British have been playing monkeyshines with the pound. 
Immediately after the supreme court gold clause decision, they with- 
drew some of their stabilization props and let the pound slide. The 
best authorities here have been fearing it might go as low as $4.10. 

Mr. Morgenthau’s stabilization boys have been trying to pro- 
tect the dollar, but it is no secret that they are babes in the in-

Furthermore, the stock market was sliding, and the vague in- 
flationary hint from the White House helped to offset that tem- 
porarily.

This could only mean that he thought a further devaluation of 
the dollar would have to be made sometime. He was asked directly 
about devaluation and laughed himself out of answering by sug- 
gesting that was something else again. 

His best monetary advisers have been against further devalu- 
ation. They believe it would only be an academic gesture which 


would not affect anything. 
INSPIRED WRATH The speech you should have heard on 
Huey Long is the one supposed to have 
been delivered over a telephone by the leading occupant of the 
White House in a talk with a senator. 
lf it had not been a private government wire, the chief operator 
might have been plugged in to do a little censoring. 

Close friends of Democratic Floor Leader Robinson are hinting 
that it was he who called Mr. Roosevelt before he laid the lash 
on Huey in the senate. According to them, his lash-laying was a 
modified version of the president’s view. 

This is only additional evidence that the campaign against Huey 
is not Hugh Johnson’s, Senator Robinson’s or even General Far- 
ley’s, but someone whom all three represent. 


SOBERING-UP Huey has only one adviser—a senator near him 
whom he trusts. After the Robinson lashing, 

this wise senator privately advised Huey he had better lie low for 
a while until the wind blows down. 

This is why the whirling dervish from Louisina immediately 
cut his momentum 50 per cent. , 

Meanwhile, certain other senators were getting ready to show 
at the first opportunity that they are not afraid of Huey. Included 
in the group were Bailey, of North Carolina (who asked for the 
privilege of presenting the Farley report throwing Huey down);

NO SALE You may write it down in your notebook that Sen- 

ator Wheeler, the Montana progressive democrat, will 
not be a vice presidential candidate with Huey. He has remained 
silent in the face of stories that he would, probably because he 
likes Huey. His associates know, however, that he believes his 
future lies in other directions. 


GENTLE REMINDER? There was more behind the Swanson- 
McCarl tiff than an academic misun- 
derstanding between government officials. 

The right slant on that affair may be gleaned from the fact 
that Atterney-General Cummings sanctioned Navy Secretary Swan- 
son’s defiance of Comptroller McCarl on a rather trivial issue. Two 
cabinet officers do not go flying off on such tangents without first 
letting the boss sanction their flight. 

Those who know more about the situation than has been printed 
believe that the New Dealers are trying subtly to administer a mild 
rebuke to Mr. McCarl.

POTENTIALITIES The world may never agree, but some lit- 


terateurs consider Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes one of the greatest writers of this age. The surpassing 
elegance of his style has been obscured by the fact that he wrote 
only on one of the world’s dullest subjects—the law. 

Some years back, a news writer composed a biography of Holmes 
and submitted it to him for correction. He made two, orf concern- 
ing the date of the Battle of Antietam and the other concerning an 
assertion that he “should” like to die in his place at the supreme 
court bench. 

Concerning this last, his observation to the news writer was: 

“If | had expressed a preference to die in office, 1 would never 
have used ‘should.’ ” 


VOICE Another inside light on Holmes is that he was the judi- 

cial Moses of the present liberal attitude of the supreme 
court toward law and the New Deal. His dissenting opinions pre- 
pared the way. In one, he argued against arbitrary interpreta- 
tions of the words of laws, saying: “A word is but the skin of a

The professors have a theory that industry exists for the purpose of 
providing jobs, but practical men know better. 

Industry exists for the purpose of making a profit. It produces 
goods or service that people need and will buy, and it boasts of its use- 
fulness, but the men who establish and maintain it are actuated by the 
desire and reasonable hope of a profit. : 

In quest of a profit they provide jobs, but take away their hope of 
profit and they quit and the jobs are gome. 

That is selfish; but human nature is selfish, and self-interest is the 
motive of all building, progress and reform. It is the motive of every 
man who gets things done, whether capitalist, labor leader or politician. 

Those who lead campaigns for new economic dispensations—call 
them liberals, radicals, reds or what you will—have one ambition in 
common. They wish to direct the harvest of crops planted by other men, 

They do not work and save their money to get a start, risk their 
cash in new ventures, assume debts and worry over pay rolls, and build 
and improve and develop. They are too busy talking. 

But when prosaic, hard-headed, practical men in pursuit of a profit 
have at last triumphed over every obstacle and built up a nation’s indus- 
try, these gentlemen with soft hands and a mouth full of theories step 
forward and say: ‘Now let us take charge and show you the right way 
to run this thing.” 

Never yet since the world began have they built anything. Give 
them the world as a plaything and they never would build anything. 
Such sordid, selfish, back-breaking business doesn’t appeal to them. 

But when the building is done, they have the insufferable gall to 
“Now let’s divide it up and give us our share.” 

There are hogs in business, and crooks and slave-drivers. These 

must be forced to reform or get out. 

But the great majority of businessmen are decent citizens, rendering 
a useful service to get an honest profit, and the only way to build a 
prosprous civilization is to let them pursue a dollar and share it with 
their helpers. .

Thus, even 
Herbert Hoover subjected himself to 
this searching of his character by the 
gentlemen of the press, although the 
merry-making at the Gridiron dinner 
of his administration was toned down 
out of consideration for the bruised 
condition of his soul. 

Judging the Gridiron entertainments 
atrictly from published accounts, the 
presidential presence sometimes gloss- 
es over serious artistic defects in the 
material and in the performance it- 
self. This is hardly to be wondered at 
inasmuch as active membership in the 
Gridiron is restricted to the more 
sombre minds of Washington journal- 
ism to the exclusion of an element of 
frivolous and flippant squirts who 
take the problems of the world lightly 
and might turn out brisker gags and 
sing louder if it were up to them, 


There is no doubt, 
however, that the 
Gridiron is the most 
important  foolish- 
ness of its kind in the amateur the- 
atrical season in this country as is 
demonstrated every year by the schem- 
ing and wooing indulged in by dis- 
tinguished statesmen, executives and 
captains of industry who eat their 
hearts out and bust their straps in 
competition for a limited number of 
invitations. 

Elsewhere, these pin-shows range 
down through a list which includes 
those of the New York city hall men 
and the Albany correspondents to 
blackface minstrels by groups of coun- 
ty seat reporters, not forgetting the 
banquet of the New York chapter of 
the Baseball Writers’ Association. 
Some of them may be regarded by 
friends of the accused as pretty fair 
for amateurs.

raeus to protect their nationals. 

While rain and snow held General 
George’s Kondylis’ land forces in - 
tinued inactivity, his aircraft swept 
across Macedonia once again to pour 
their hail of machine-gun fire and 
small bombs in the ‘rebel encamp- 
ments. 


Insurgents Stubborn. 


Battered by the aerial bombardment 
and heavy artillery though they were, 
the insurgents stuck stubbornly to 
their guns, awaiting knee-deep in the 
mud and mire of the trenches British 
soldiers held during the World War 
for the expected onslaught of govern- 
ment forces. 

As fear of an attack from the sea 
swept the once care-free city of 
Athens, its business life shocked into 
paralysis by the spreading revolt, the 
rebels’ war fleet, numbering five ves- 
sels, seemingly was carrying all be- 
fore it. 

Mytilene, Samos and Chios, each 
with population of over 70,000, sur- 
rendered in quick succession. Already 
in the hands of the insurrectionists, 
which former Premier Eleutherios 
Venizelos heads, was the big island of 
Crete, historic battleground of cen- 
‘turies of civil fighting. 

Reports from the three islands 
which fell to the rebels today said the 


jinsurgents came ashore, raided ware- 


houses and banks carried away plun- 
dered suppies and took money to swell 
the coffers of the revolt. 

The report that King George, ousted 
in 1922, might be summoned from his 
hunting expedition in India in an ef- 
fort to save Greece from complete 
chaos was strengthened as John Me- 
taxas, former minister without port- 
folio and staunch royalist, became act- 
ing minister of war succeeding Gen- 
eral Kondylis who is in the field. 

If Me returns to the throne, the 
status of former Queen Elizabeth, sis- 
ter of King Carol, of Rumania, would 

problematical, since she has left 
the deposed monarch and has resumed 
Rumanian citizenship. 
While considerablé mystery sur- 
rebel fleet, consisting of the crack 
cruiser Averoff and four destroyers, it 
was reported active in the Aegean 
seizing Greek merchant ships and pil- 
laging supplies. It appeared to be 
entirely out of range of the govern- 
ment’s bombing planes. 


Warships Near Athens. 


The correspondent of the Paris 
newspaper Intransigeant reported 
from Athens that the warships were 
approaching Tsayesi in the gulf of 
Salonika, 135 miles from Athens. 
Previously the government had mined 
the mouth of Salonika harbor. A dis- 
patch to Liberte said sailors from the 
Averoff landed at Mytilene. 

As the British cruiser Royal Sov- 
ereign and the French destroyer Ver- 
dun moved into Piraeus harbor to be 
welcomed by salvos from the Piraeus 
battery, the British and Italian min- 
isters at Athens called on Premier P. 
Tsaldaris. 

It was reported unoffieially that the 
British envoy expressed the hope that 
the government would be successful 
in qhelling the revolt quickly. 

The Italian representative, it was 
understood, assured Tsaldaris that 
Italy would not allow General Nicho- 
las Plastiras, veteran Greek revolu- 
tionary and dictator for 24 hours in 


1933, to leave Italy for Greece.

Jumper Is Suffocated 
By Air Supply Failure 


COPENHAGEN, March 7.—(UP) 
John Tranum, famous Danish para- 
chute jumper, died of suffocation to- 
day when his oxygen apparatus failed 
as he soared at an altitude of 22,960 
feet, preparatory to attempting to es- 
tablish a new record for a delayed 
parachute drop. 


Tranum had intended to broadcast 
his sensations as he fell, before and 
after opening his parachute. Messages 
from him in the plane, a Fokker pilot- 
ed by Captain Laerum, did not indi- 
cate he was having any difficulty, but 
mentioned extreme cold. 


Captain Laerim told police he felt 
Tranum tap him on the shoulder and 
say:

Looking around he saw Tranum 
point downward and collapse. Laerum 
dived for the ground immediately but 
the parachute jumper was dead when 
they ‘landed.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—(AP) 
Donald R. Richberg, director of 
President Roosevelt's emergency 
council, today gave the senate fi- 
nance committee these 17 specific 


suggestions for NRA legislation: 


1, The policy of congress to meet 
the needs of the present emergency 
and to prevent its recurrence by ap- 
propriate regulations of interstate 
commerce should be more clearly de- 
fined; and the administrative activ- 
ities to enforce these defined aims 
should be explicitly authorized. This 
will serve, not merely to strengthen 
the exercise of administrative au- 
thority, but also to define its limi- 
tations. | 

2. The act should be extended) 
substantially in the present form for 
two years, so as to allow for a fur- 
ther development of administrative 
procedures and a clarification of the 
entire problem prior to the enactment 
of such permanent legislation as may 
then seem desirable. 

3. The flexible machinery of code 
formulation and administration 
should be preserved with the use of

4, Provision should be made for 
the voluntary submission of codes. 
But codification should be limited to 
those trades and industries actually 
engaged in interstate commerce, or 
affecting it so substantially that the 
establishment and enforcement of 
standards of fair competition there- 
in are necessary for the protection 
of interstate commerce. 

5. In the approval of codes of 
fair competition the president should 
be required to make findings that | 
the standards laid down by the con- | 
vress had been met. These stand- 
ards should include clear and prac- | 
tical definitions and prohibitions of 
monopolies and monopolistic prac- | 
tices. In the language of the pres- 
ident’s message: 

We must make certain that the 
privilege of co-operating to prevent 
unfair competition will not be trans- 
formed into a license to strangle fair 
competition under the apparent sanc- 
tion of the law. ' 

There should be authority provid- 
ed in the law for those controls over 
natural resource industries, which 
are required for eliminating waste, 
controlling output, stabilizing em- 
ployment and the protection of the 
public interest. 

6. The president's power to im- 
pose conditions upon his approval of 
a code, or to require amendments or 
modifications thereof, should be ex- 
plicitly given. But the proponents 
of voluntary codes should have the 
right to withdraw their consent from 
codes so modified as to be unaccepta- 
ble to them. 

7. There should be a clear grant 
of power to the president to impose 
a limited code whenever there is no 
code in effect, which limited codes 
should contain only certain require- 


ments, such as minimum wages, max- 
imum hours, the prohibition of no- 
toriously unfair business practices, 
provisions to prevent the waste of 
natural resources and to require that 
information be furnished which is 
necessary to the public interest. 

The congress should itself set 
the standards of minimum wages an 
maximum hours for administrative 
application in limited codes. Some 
flexibility in these standards is ab- 
sOlutely necessary, but the area of 
executve discretion should be rather 
narrowly defined.

12. The present exemption from 
the provisions of the anti-trust laws 
should be restricted and defined so 
as to provide that co-operative ac- 
tivities, legalized by code provisions, 
shall be lawful only when the codes 
themselves have been written in com- 
pliance with the anti-monopoly re- 
quirements of the act. 

13. The rights of employes should 
be defined, as at present, in Section 
7-A, which contains a statement of 
principles which are gaining in gen- 
eral understanding and acceptance 
and which have already received the 
interpretation and sanction of the 
supreme court. 

14. Various terms in the act should 
be clarified by definition. 

15. The general provisions of Sec- 
tions 8, 9 and 10 should be continued 
with some desirable. improvements 
in language. (These sections deal 
with the president’s authority to 
place some codes under the AAA, his 
oil control authority and his powers 
to prescribe regulations.) 

16. The machinery for the enforce- 
ment of codes should be strengthened 
by providing for: (a) preventing 
violations by equity procedure: (b) 
making violations of codes or rules 
punishable only by a fine; (c) pro-

Richberg, reviewing the history of 
NRA, frankly conceded that ‘“Mis- 
takes and errors of judgment” had 
been made, but contended’ that “the 
comparatively small volume of com- 
plaints and the record of their disposi- 
tion will show that any sweeping 
indictment of the NRA as a ‘failure,’ 
or as having operated contrary to the 
public interest, cannot be sustained.”

“I will stay in Georgia until 
the disagreement is settled or until 
we find that it cannot be settled.” 

After the conferences Douglas, ac- 
companied by Harding and Williams,

Unanimous approval 
bill setting up a state highway patrol 
in Georgia was voted by the senate

WASHINGTON. March 7— 
Whether deliberately so .intended or 
otherwise the vitriolic attack on eco- 
nomic nostrums of Senator Huey 
Long and Father Charles E. Coughlin 
this week by General Hugh S. John- 
son may in time come to be regarded 
as the opening gun in the campaign 
for re-election of President Roosevelt.

Cuba Doesn’t Pay Off 
On $700,000 Lottery 


HAVANA, March 7.—4)—It 
took a lot of luck to win the $250,- 
000 first prize in yesterday's na- 
tional lottery, but apparently it’s 
going to take a lot more luck to 
collect it. 

This became evident today when 
the treasury department, paralyzed 
by a strike of its employes, held up 
payment of the $700,000 in prizes in 
the drawing. The bulk of the profit 
from the lottery was to be turned 
over to local charities. 

The average Cuban takes his lot- 
tery seriously and the failure to 
pay off promptly furnished a lot of 
fuel for gossips. 

The lottery was not the only 
financial problem the government 
faced. For the first time in Cuba's 
history, no customs collections were 
made at the port of Havana. 

At least four steamers arrived 
with dutiable merchandise, but the 
government lacked facilities to make 
the collections. Customs inspectors 
are on strike.

Of all the thousands of meteor cin- | 
ders which have struck the earth, I. 
have heard of only one case of a per-.

One reader told me of a meteor 
which broke through a window in a 
railway coach, but did no harm to 
anyone. 

Every day and every night of the 
year, the earth is ‘bombarded’ with |

say, are worn to ashes before they | 
reach the ground. 
Some persons still speak of meteors 


but they are plainly

have struck the earth, 

Thousands of millions of meteors 
exist in space. They appear to re- 
volve about the sun. It is likely that 
some, if not all, are parts of broken 
comets. 

When a meteor strikes the air 
around the earth, the meteor is “rub- 
bed” until it becomes very hot.

Increase During January 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—)— 
Both American exports and imports 
were shown by department of com- 
merce figures today to have increased 
in January over December. 

Exports were 3 per cent higher in 
January. It was said usually there 
was a decline of 4 per cent between 
the two months. 

Imports, which had fallen off more 
than seasonally in December, advance 
26 per cent. 

The excess of exports over- imports, 
the so-called favorable trade balance, 
totaled $9,217,000 in January in com- 
parison with $38,421.000 in December 
and $36,515,000 in January. 1934. 

Exports were valued at $176,223,- 
000 in January compared with $170,- 
673,000 in December and $172,220,000 
in January, 1934. 

Imports aggregated $167.006,000 in 
comparison with $132.252.000 in De- 
— and $135,706,000 in January, 


The export gain during January re- 
sulted largely from an increase in 
shipments of automobiles and leaf to- 
bacco, although larger exports of lu- 
bricating oil, gasoline, automobile 
tires, fur skins and lard added to the 
total. 

“In the comparison of the statistics 
for January, 1935. with those for the 
same month of 1934,” the commerce 
department said, “there appears fur- 
ther evidence of the trend toward 
expansion in exports or manufactured 
articles and shrinkage in exports | of 
agricultural products. 

“Total finished manufactured ex- 
ports, valued at $74,297,000 in Janu- 


ary, 1935, were 42.8 per cent of the 
total export trade this yéar, whereas, 
a year ago the corresponding per- 
centage was 36.2 per cent.” 

A large proportion of commodities 
shared in the expansion in import 
trade during January. Foodstuff 
imports increased most, although im- 
ports of many other commodities in- 
creased substantially. .

'smack her with an ax.” 


“The most effective way of achiev- 
ing a better balance is through in- 
come taxes,” he said, provoking a tor- 
rent of speculation as to how far he 
was expressing the views of the ad- 
ministration, and whether an early 
upward revision of the income tax 
laws was. to be expected. 

The economists attacked virtually 
every major feature of the banking 
bill and asserted its enactment would 
— ultimate disaster for this coun- 
ry. 


Provisions under which the presi- 
dent would be empowered to appoint 
the governor of the reserve board and 
remove him at any time were de- 
nounced as making the board “politi- 
cally controlled” and giving it “little 
opportunity to exercise independent 
judgment.”
